Urupon a stronger rider up. J. Nuccio was of little 
help to the Murray horse, wliich came from behind 
and finished with a rush on his own courage. 

The Decision, showing sudden improvement, won 
the sixth race, defeating the favorite. Search Inght 
in., the latter mcing in game tmt nnavailing pursuit 
throughout. 

It was Poacher’s race from start to finish in the 
mile and a sixteenth dash that concluded the day’s 
si>ort, the former Hildreth racer outclas.sing his op- 
Itonenls and winning without ever being extended. 

James Doden reached lauirel with the fast thrt'e- 
year-old fill.v. Pen Hose, and the Uncle colt, Senator 
Crow. In the same car J. P. Mayberry brought 
down 4 division of .lames Arthur’s stable, including 
Lord Herbert. Kingling II., and Little Maudic. 

.lockeys Ensor and Kummer reached the course 
from New York. Tlie former led the list of win- 
ning riders at the Empire Uit.v meeting, and thereby 
won a gold split second watch. 

The surplus from the selling and claiming nices 
on Saturday amounted to SS.iilO. whicli will make 
au aj)|K)rtioument of $t’>01.(}6 among the winners of 
six flat races on Tuesday, or a purse of $2,101.0fi 
each. 

Tim thoroughbreds of S. C. Hildreth, W. S 
Kilmer and a division of Uaptain Parr’s stable will 
leave Laurel for Pimlico Tuesday morning. Captain 
Parr is leaving several of his horses to race during 
tlie remainder of the Laurel meeting. Waxes, the 
crack two-year-old. was sliipped to Pimlico to be 
prepared for the Walden Stakes. Kimball Patter- 
buu's extensive stable also was sent to Pimlico. 

Tlie agricultural fair, which opened toda.v, at- 
tracted a big crowd of pimple from tlie surrounding 
country districts. There were all sorts of amuse 
ments on tlie Midway, provided by general manager 
Luke Cassidy. 

The liorses trained by G. It. Tompkins wili l*e 
shipi>ed to Pimlico on Wednesda.v. Weldship may lie 
a starter in the Mani.v Memorial if he trains satis- 
factorily, and just now the old fellow bsiks good 

Jockey Andy Schnttinger, who was injured at 
Havn- de (trace while riding in the race in which 
Jockey Pliil Miisgrave was killed, is well on his 
way to recovery.

SPORT ON METROPOLITAN COURSES FOR THE YEAR 
1919 AT AN END — STATISTICS OF THE 
EMPIRE CITY MEETING 



Tlie New York racing season of 1919 came to an end Sntunlay, Octo1>er 2.5, with the conclusion of 
the fall meeting of the Empire Cit.v Racing Association. In every r»*spect the fall meetings on the Met- 
ro|toIitiin circuit were successful and the Yoilkers course enjoyed a full measure of the general iirosperity. 
During the twelve days of racing at Empire City seventy-two races were decided and $88,114 distiibnted 
in stakes and purses. The daily average distribution amounted to $7,342.83. It. T. Wilson was the 
largest winner both as to the niimlier of races and money won, his horses finishing first in six races, sec- 
ond in three and third in <me, the result of which brouglit $9,107 to the stable coffers. A. K. Macomber 
is next on the winning list with $r>,(r25 to his credit, while W. It. Coe and J. W. Williams followed in 
the order named, the owners whoso liorses won $.'>00 or more each being as follows:

Pains Followers of Jack Hare Jr. 
by Beating Him Soundly. 



Muddy Track Racing Again the 
Order — Four Favorites Re- 
ward Their Backers. 



IJJUISVILLE, Ky., October 27.— Jack Hare Jr. 
furnished an outstumling upset in (nduy’s racing 
when lie suffered defeat by Jlerry Princess in tlie 
sjirint race. (■ont(*st(*d by .'(»m(* good ones. On the 
stn*iigth of his gisKl rt*cent iierformiinees lie was 
ri'garded as almost a certainty, and the confident 
support he had caused him to nile the shortest 
priced favorite in some time. His failure was held 
to he primarily due to tlie ride that Murray gave 
him. That rider has declined in ills work since the 
spring meetings. He restrained tlie colt tiiidniy 
for the first three-eightlis and threw liim off his 
stride, in addition to causing interference with him. 
On tlie stretch turn lie found a clear course and rode 
Jack Hare Jr. linrd, but Mery Princess, wlileh 
Boyle had rii'*hed into a long lead lit the lialf mile 
gronnil. liad siieed in reserve and outstayed tlie 
favorite with ease tlirough the last sixteenth. Tlie 
winner sliowed suddenly improved form and it was 
her best iierf<*rniiince in tjiese parts. ..American 
Aee lind to be driven to the limit to outstay George 
Starr for third place. The race also reintroduced 
Colonel Livingston, wliieli has lieen in retirement 
since the I'urlj' spring, but that colt clearly indicated 
that he was short, for he retired from contention 
after showing a dazzling bit 'of sjieed for the first 
three-eightlis. 

The inteimittent hard ruins since Saturday uiglit 
again paused the track to become .soggy, hut it 
was improving steadily under the constant attea- 
tion it received from a large force of track workers 
and implements. 

Ulondy weather was again present, hut It seem- 
ingly did not figure in reducing the attendance, 
for u gO(Mlly Monday crowd was in attendance. The 
different evenl.v matched fields served as splendid 
betting mediums and good prices were had about 
all the winners. The backers of favorites were 
again in clover, for four choices scored. The only 
real offenders in tliis respect being Jack Hare Jr. 
and Tanlae. 

John O. again showed a. sparkling performance 
by aoeounting for the mile and an eighth dasli 
after a hard drive to outstay Madge F. and Suns 
Penr II. 

Ulackie Daw upset calculations wlien he de- 
feated War God, and winning easily at that. 

Green Gold and Subahdar engaged in a rattling 
duel in the initial race, with the former winning 
by a neck. 

George M. Hcndrie uncovered Ills Destroyer in the 
second race and it was only u stiff gallop for him 
to win. 

El Rey was ovi*rlookcd in the sixth race and 
had no difficulty in leading home the band that 
opposed him. 

Joe Stalir gave liis backers some anxions moments 
in the stretch, where lie liegan sulking, but Boyle 
got him to going again near the end and he out- 
stayed Bourbon Green, au outsider, to laud the 
purse. 

UNDECIDED AS TO MISS JEMIMA. 

O'. E. Rowe is undecided with reference to Miss 
Jemima, wlilcli has not Iteen raced since her start 
in the Fnturlt" at Belmont Park. She will not be 
raced next winter, but he has not made up his mind 
whether to take her along to New Orleans with his 
other horses or turn tier ont at one of the farms 
in these imrts to roam until spring. 

Gallaher Bros, have arranged to ship all their 
horses into winter quarters, near Lexington, im- 
mediately after the close of racing here. They 
liiive seven yearlings, sired by Rock View. Dick Fin- 
nell and Jack Atkin, in addition to eight older 
liorses. 

Charles Lansdale, who will officiate as one of 
the stewards at Havana next winter and is also 
extensively financially Interested in the track there, 
is busy hert* issuing passports to numerous owners 
and Uieir employees who will take part in the 
Cuban racing next winter. 

Captain J. T. Jacobs, who for years had ebargu 
of the jwlice arrangements on Kentnck.v tracks, 
also at Juarez, died this morning after a long 
illness. 

.loeke.v P(»I will he absent from the saddle for 
tliive days, having been suspended for that term 
by the starter in Saturday’s first race. 

B. J. Brannon lias added the yearling filly by IMoU 
Fiiinell— Moon’et to liis establishment, paying tlie 
reisirted price of $4, .500 for lier. Slie is a sister 
to Jack Hare Jr., and at th(( August Saratoga 
sales was bougiit in for $5,000. 

Acting for K. I). Alexander, Jr., trainer W. .1. 
Young t(slay disim-sed of tlie colts Airdrie to G. L. 
Baker and Anticipate to Masterson & Rogers. He 
also sold for liis own account the colt Black Prince 
to F. M. Rector. 

Jack Hare Jr, will in all probability continue 
racing next winter, and his owner, W. E. Apide- 
gate, has in coutemplalion sending him to New 
OrlcMiis in charge of John C. Ferriss. 

Witli g(«Kl weather tomorrow it is exiiected tliat 
the largest attendance of the Chtircliill Downs 
uiitiimn meeting will he on hand to greet the 5.000 
members of the “Fighting First” Division and their 
officers, wlio will be guests of the Kentucky Jockey 
Club. As many soldiers now in Camp Taylor as can 
be spared from duty will also be privileged to wit- 
ness the sp(<rt.
